Beare Schmidt and Secretary of 
Slate Haig are keen to reach agree- 
ment on missiles and negotiations. 

The intensity of demonstrations and 
riols when Haig visited West Berlin was 
not able to hide this. 

The t¥o, of course, wero bound to 
demonstrate harmony and cooperation 
in the face of the anti-American senti- 
ment which culminated in a pro-Soviet 
campaign.

controvertibly awarded the Venice 
film festival's Golden Lion as Marga- 
rethe yon Trottas Die bleierrte Zeit 
(German title: The Leaderı Age). 

The jury was almost unanimous in 
deciding in favour of the German entry, 
it was learnt. A bid to award the prize 
jointly to it and an [talianı film failed. 

The panel, chaired hy writer Italo 
Calvino, were not prepared to cornpro- 
mise. They were unimpressed by the ar- 
gument that the German film had alrea- 
dy been given several other awards at 
the festival. 

The Roman Catholic film organisation 
had awarded it a prize, So had the In- 
ternational Association of Fllm Critics, 
There had been awards for the film's 
stars, Jutta Lampe and Barbara Sukowa. 

This is an argument: frequently ac- 
cepted as a reason wiy the jury for the 
principal award should pass a film over

Frau Yon Trolta is adamant that it iş 
not a film ‘about terrorism or how terror- 
ism comes about in Germany, She says 
sho. haa no intention of. delving into the 
motives of those who went-underground 
politically. 

She intended it to be simply a tale of 
two women. They are sisters. Juliane 
(Jutta Lampe) is & Journalist and works 
for a women’s magazine. Marianne (Bar 
bara Sukowa) is a terrorist,

terrorism, the other to extricate the one 
from it They work onı each other, but .to 
no effect.
